On May 5* 1961, a source advised that the Pruit 
of Islam (POI) Is a group within the Nation of Islam (NOI) 
composed of male members of the NOI. The purpose of the 
POI Is to protect officials and property of the NOI, assure 
compliance of members with NOI teachings and to prepare for 
the "War of Armageddon." Members of the POI are required 
to participate in military drill and are afforded the 
opportunity to engage in judo training. The POI is 
governed by a military system wherein the members are 
controlled by general orders similar to those Issued 
by regular military organizations. 
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In January, 1957 > a source advised ELIJAH 
MUHAMMAD has described his organization on a nationwide 
basis as the "Notion of islam" and "Muhammad's Temples of 
Islam." 



On May 5» 19^1 , a second Bource advised: ELIJAH 
MUHAMMAD is the national leader of the Nation of Islam (NOI).
